N OTIFICATilON 

New Ddiii, the 10th December, 1992 

S.O. 902(E).—Whereas the Bajrang Dal has 
bean encouraging and aiding its followers to pro¬ 
mote or attempt to promote on grounds off religion, 
disharmony or feelings of enmity, hatred or ill-will 
between different religious communities; 

And whereas the Bajtang Dal has been organising 
exercises, drills or other similar activity intending 
that the parucipants in such activities shall use crimi 
uid force or violence or knowing it to be likely that 
the participants in such activity will use criminal force 
oi violence against other religious communities; 

4ad whereas the members of the Bajrang Dal 
had participated in the demolition of the structure 
commonly known as Ram Janma Bhoomi-Babri Mas¬ 
jid, situated in Ayodbya in the State of Uttar Pradesh, 
on the oth December, 1992; 

And whereas Icr all 01 any ot the grounds set out in 
the preceding paragraphs, as also on die basis of 
other facts and materials in its possession which :he 
Central Government considers to be against the 
public julcred to disclose, the Central Government is 
ot the opinion ihat the Bajrang Dal is an unlawful 
association: 

Now, thersiorc, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Acti¬ 
vities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the 

Central Government hereby declares the “Bajrang 
Dal" to be an unlawful association, and directs, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to 
sub-section (3) of that section, that this notification 
shall, subject to any order that may be made uuder 
section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette. 
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
